THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Chairman, in moving the motion of which 
notice had been given in regard to the matter, 
said thet the resolution merely authorised the 
payment out of the Port Fund of the promo- 
tion of the proposed bill in Parliament. The 
passing of ‘that resolution by an absolute 
majority of the whole number of the Board was 
a necessary preliminary to the promotion of any 
bill, as otherwise the expenses could not be paid 
out of the Port Fund, and unless that resolu- 
tion received the support of the necessary 
number of members no bill could be deposited. 
He pointed out to any members who were in 
general sympathy with the objects of the bill, 
but who might be opposed to certain of the 
pfoposed provisions, that their support to that 
resalution would not in any way te 
their hands as regards supporting oF 

any particular provisions here- 
after, and he submitted that any 
member who believed that further Parliamen- 
tary powers were required by the Board, in 
order to pub the Port of Dublin in the mece 
sary position to keep pace with modern de 
velopménts, should support the resolution, 
reserving anything he might wish to say with 
regard to any of the particular matters of which 


notice had been given until a later stage. 


A RIGHT RESERVED. 

Mr. D. Barry, in seconding the motion, re- 
ferred to the interest he had hitherto taken in 
regard to the improvement of the port, and 
said that he hed even run up against a good 
many of his friends in order to get the Board 
to see that it was a necessity for the port to 
maintain its prestige in future, as he was sorry 
to say it had not done in the past. Unies 
they, as representing the premier port, be 
stirred themselves, and got a move on to get 
the port up to date, they would not be able 
to take advantage of the boom in trade. He 
supported this bill because he believed the 
bill was necessary to enable them to improve 
the Port of Dublin, He wished to make it 
perfectly clear, however, that he reserved the 
right to oppose any clauses in the bill that he 
did not think were suitable or required, He 
objected to the Port Board coming in and 
endeavouring to secure control over a herbour 
over which they had no financial interest, and 
on part of which they never spent a penny, 
and on which, wader the bill, they did not 
propose to spend a penny. 

Mr. Sherlock—-You are talking about Kinge- 
town.

PRE-WAR DAYS. 

Prior to the war, they ran three cargo boats 
from the North Wall in order to expedite the 
traffic. The cargo of these three boats could 
have been carried in two eteamers. At pre 
sent they were running two, and, if the time 
ever came when they had to consider increasing 
their cargo eervice, that proposed increase in dues 
would not be any inducement for them to do ao. 
Most of the money which it was proposed to 
raise under the bill was on account of improve- 
ment which would be for the benefit of foreign 
ships, and if they imposed any additional dues 
the foreign steamers should be called upon to 
bear their proportion of the increased dues, 
In dealing with that question of increased dues, 
he wold draw their attention to the desire- 
bility of considering the competition with other 
porte. If the dues were placed on too high a 
level they would act prejudically to the Port 
of Dublin. If they proceeded with that clause 
they might have opposition from the other 
steamship companies; but, of course, he was not 
speaking for them. Proceeding to deal with the 
clause as regards Kingstown, Mr. Cotton eaid 
that he would have thought their experience in 
getting the 1902 bill through would have been 
sufficient to have prevented them from making 
another attempt. That clause was a very 
contentious one, and the opposition it would 
arouse would be most strenuous. They would 
have not only the L. and N. W. Railway, but 
the D. and 8. E. Railway, Kingstown Urban 
Council, the City of Dublin Steampacket Com- 
pany, and possibly the Government, against 
them, not to speak of the genéral public, with 
whom the port of Kingstown was most popular. 
They were overloading the bill with that moet 
controversial matter, and his advice, which he 
hoped would not be “ the voice of one crying 
in the wilderness,”” was to drop it. 

THE PRIMARY AIM. 

There was no doubt in hie mind that that 
clause was primarily aimed at the L. and N.W. 
Company, because of their having transferred 
their day boats to Kingstown, and because thoy 
apprehended they might also run other boats 
there. But was that not a dog-in-the-manger 
policy? Did they think that if the L. and N.W, 
Company made up its mind to run certain 


| steamers to Kingstown they could prevent it? 


If thie clause was pasted they would 
penalise the L. and N.W. Company in 
regard to their day steamers; which 
would certainly run to Kingstown again. 
There would be no gain for the Port of Dublin. 
Then, in regard to coal 
steamers, their Act of 1902 already protected 
them, and this was all they wanted, It ap- 
peared to him that the question of regular pas- 
senger steamers was quite a different one. At 
various other ports passenger steamers were 
dealt with on a specially reduced basis. It ap- 
peared to him that they ought to have revised 
the charges at Dublin for purely passenger 
eteamers, in accordance with their 1869 Act, but 
instead of doing this they wanted Kingstown

Mr. Barry said that the Board was asking for 
difficulties to push a bill down his throat without 
having it altered to meet the views of the Board, 
That was, unfair, and it was not good tactics 
and not Bood business. He complained of the 
delay in pushing the matter forward, and said 
that the Bille Committee ought to have met 
every day, and the bill ought to have been phe- 
fore them at least a month ago. 

Mr. Gamble defended the action of the mem- 


bers of the Committee, who devoted much time | 
to the bill, and said that Mr. Barry had had | 
opportunities during the last two months of | 


putting his views before them. 

Mr. Barry recognised the important work done 
by the Committee, and eaid that he represented 
interests that day possibly the largest rate- 
payers in Dublin im regard to dues, and he was 
going to have his say in a matter that involved 
the payment of thousands of pounds by the 
concern he represented. 

Mr. Sherlock—-You ‘are getting quite independ. 
ent in expressing your views. 

Mr. Barry said that he was always independent. 
He reserved to himself the right to oppose the 
bill in so far as it veferred to Kingstown, in 
ao far as if referred to the increase of dues, and 
as far as it affected the two-thirds majority for 
the alteration of the levyigg of dues. 


FURTHES OPPOSITION. 

Mr. Cotton (London and North-Weetern 
Railway) said that, generally speaking, he was 
in favour of that part of the bill dealing with 
improvements aud increased facilities for the 
Port of Dublin. In making his remarks he 
would preface them by saying that the L. and 
N.W. Company's payments for dues on ships and 
goods amounted in 1907 to £14,116. That wae 
28 per cent. of the total of the amount received 


‘by the Board on account of cross-Channel 


gteamers, and a little over 20 per cent. of the 
total receipts from ships and goods. In 1918 the 
L. and N.W. Company's payments were over 
£30,000; and during that year they paid about 
one-third of the total croas-Channe! receipts on 
ships and goods, and about one-fourth of the 


total receipts from all classes of steamers and 


goods at the Port of Dublin, As the largest 
payer of dues to the Port of Dublin, the Board 
would, he hoped, pay some deference to hig com- 
pany's claim for consideration. When the 
question of lodging the bill was discussed be- 
fore that Board the main cause for going to 
Parliament wae stated to be new works at Alex- 
andra Basin, principally for foreign trade, and 
other works for the improvement of the port 
euch as that provides for in connection with the 
Custom House Docka So. far as he heard there 
was never a word about increasing the dues for 
Dublin and Kingstown, and numerous other new 
matters had also been included. He said when 
the report from the Committee was being dis- 
cussed that they were over-burdening the bill, 
but when he read the Parliamentary notice in 
the Press he wae more convinced than ever that 
what he said wae correct. 


QUESTION OF DUES.

NG BREACH OF REGULA- 
TIONS. 
oo  - 
" A REGRETTABLE 
OCCURRENCE. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Churchill, replying to Mr. Devlin, Mr: 
MacVeagh, and Captain Wedgwood Benn, stated 
thet the Rev. T. J. O'Donnell, of the Australian 
Imperiel Forces, wag arrested in Dublin on 
October 14 last, by order of the General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief, Irish Command, on a 
charge of being guilty of conduct to the pre- 
judice of good order and military discipline. 
He was handed over for safe custedy to the 
Commanding Officer of Ship street Barracks as 
& temporary measure, placed in & room provided 
for officers in arrest, and was treated as any 
other officer under arrest would have been. He 
was provided with a warrant officer's bunk, 
with blankets and bedding, soap, towel, shaving 
materials, washing bowel, and other necessary 
articles, and also with newspapers and candles. 
Everything for his comfort was provided, es far 
as possible, Afterwards he was transferred to 
Richmond Barracks, and permitted to pee visi- 
tors privately, his legal advisers, and both his 
own and the Army doctors. His arrest was im- 
mediately reported to the War Office, and the 
Headquarters of the Australian Imperial Force 
sent an Assistant Provost-Marshal, who con- 
ducted him from Dublin to London, where he 
was confined in one of the ordimary rooms at 
the Tower reserved for officers in close arrest, 
and attended by en orderly. He was removed 
by the Headquerters, and placed under open 
arrest. The Australian mili authorities, in 
taking over the conduct of the further proceed- 
ings, avted in accordance with the practice that 
had obtained all through the war and since. 
The Commendant then decided to convene a 
General Courtmartial on a charge of using dis- 
loyal words regarding the Sovereign. He (Mr. 
Churchill) was not able to state why the 
Australian authorities decided to try him by 
Courtmartial. The reason which actuated them 
did not come within his province. He could 
say, however, that bad the decision whether 
there should be a trial by Courtmartial rested 
with the authorities of the War Office, they 
would have come to exactly the same decision 
as thet taken by the Australien authorities. It 
was clear from this statement that the acion 
of he military authorities, whether in Ireland, 
mi the War Office, or at the Australian Head- 
quarters had ‘beem in strict ecoordance with the 
provisions of the Army Act and the King’s 
Regulations throughout. 

A SPECIAL REPORT. 


Mr. Devilin—Who supplied the right hon. 
gentleman with that tissue of lies? (Cries of 
“Oh " and “ Withdraw.”) 

Mr. Churchill said that he was sure that the 
hon. gentleman would not suggest that he would 
willingly convey such an impression to the 
House. The facts were furnished not only in 
good faith, but were etrictly accurate. They 
were the statement of the non-commissioned 
efficcers and soldiers concerned. In order to 
make matters perfectly sure, be telegraphed, as 
soon as he saw the question on the paper, in 
order that the General Officer Commanding, 
Major-General Shaw, should go into the maiter, 
and make a special report. It was on their 
statements that he made this report to the 
House. He hed taken the advice of the com- 

, petent advisers at the War Office and of the 
legal authorities. He had seen the statement 
of Father O’Donmell, and also the statements of 
the officers and soldiers, which controverted it. 

Mr. Devlin—Is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that every one of the statements he has 
read has been controverted by Father O’Don- 
nell? 

Mr. Churchill—I heve every reason to believe 
that these statements are strictly accurate. 

Mr, MaeVeagh asked whether the Irish Go- 
vernment was responsible for the arrest. 

Mr. Churchill—So far as I am aware, that is 
not the case. 

Mr, MecVeagh asked whether any representa- 
tions on the case had been made by the Prime 
Minister of Australia, and how it happened that 
a message sent by the Tasmanian Government 
was suppressed dnd not delivered to Father 
©’Donnell for three weeks. 

Mr, Churchill said that he believed that some 
telegrams had passed between Father O'Donnell 
and the Colonial Office, but he had not seen 
them. 

Mr. Devlin then asked for the leave of the 
House to draw attention to the matter, as a 
definite matter of urgent public importance— 
namely, the intolerable outrage on Captain the 
Rev. 1. J. O'Donnell, which calls for the repro- 
bation ‘of the House, and the instant diemissal 
oi all the officers resyonsible for this indefen- 
sible insult to a brave officer of the Australian 
Army, and to the Australian people. 

Leave was given, and the debate was fixed “or 
6.15 p.m. 


THE ADJOURNMENT MOVED. 


At 8.15 p.m., 

Mr. Devlin raised the question of the treat- 
ment of Father O'Donnell. He said that the 
treatment of this chaplain constituted the latest 
infamy perpetrated in the name of the British 
Empire in Ireland. He characterised Mr. 
Churchill's statement at question time as a re- 
cital of a number of evasive statemenis that 
had practically no bearing on anything. 'n 
view of the insult offered to this soldier-priest, 
and the charges of which he had been acquitted, 
he thought that British fair play should have led 
the Secretary for War indignantly to repudiate 
the conduct to which he had been subjected. He 
did not know Father O'Donnell, but he de- 
manded some reprobation of the indignity 
offered to him, and some repudiation of those 
responsible for it. He was amazed at Mr. 
Churchill's accepting the statement supplied to 
him by the military authorities, who were really 
the culprits in this matter. He understood that 
it had cost Father O'Donnell £1,000 to defend 
himeelf. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn commented ad- 
vereely on the character of the prosecution vi 
Father O'Donnell, asserting that it should never 
have been undertaken, and that Father O' Don- 
nell had been very unjustly treated, 


MR. CHURCHILL, 


Mr. Churchill said that he did not feel that 
he was blameworthy, because he did not con- 
sider it to be part of his duty to make ex- 
pressions of regret in regard to persons who 
had been tried by court-martial, and who had 
been acquitted. At the same time, he had ao 
hesitation in saying that this was a regrettable 
occurrence Almost every circumstance com- 
bined to make it so. Members, however, went 
too far when they insinuated that Lieutenant 
Chambers was a spy and an informer. He could 
not see. from the evidence, that there was any 
ground for complaint, as to the way in which 
Father O'Donnell was treated after his arrest, 
when he was in the custody of the British mi’ 
tary authorities, and before he was handed over 
to the Australian military authorities, thouch, 
no doubt, in the nature of the case, he had a 
disagreeable time, and he (Mr. Churchill) re- 
gretted it. Where, he asked, was the outrage 
of which Mr. Devlin complained? The treat- 
ment of Father (Donnell under arrest was pre- 
cisely that which would be meted out to any 
officer in hke circumstances. Father O'Donnell 
was arrested on a haw we facie case. He wae 
tried and acquitted. That was the whole incident. 
Although he regretted the course of events, he 
did not feel called upon to pass condemnation 
or mete out penalties on anybody. This inci- 
dent, though he regretted it, was trivial and 
petty in comparison with the conspiracy of 
murder againet police officers that was going on 
in Ireland. (Cheers.)

European heavy-weight champion, and Joe 
| Beckett, the holder of the British title, was 
| decided at the Holborn Stadium last evening. 
Ti is certain that no glove contest for many 
yoars—if ever before—has aroused the same 
a:nount of general interest, and it is equally 
true that no event in the whole history of 
B-itish sport has been more liberally advertised 
or extensively boomed. It was the match it- 
self, and not the amount of the stake for which 
the men were fighting, that was accountable for 
the enthusiasm that was kindled and that in- 
duced men to pay from five to 25 guineas for a 
seat, and even from five guineas for standing- 
room in the hall, which last night was crowded 
to the full limit of its holding capacity. 

The amount of the purse did not transpire— 
it was a secret pretty closely guarded by Mr. 
C. B. Cochran, the promoter; the two prin- 
cipals, and their immediate supporters, hut that 
it was far in excess of anything previously 
known in British boxing is tolerably certain— 
anything round about £10,000, perhaps, includ- 
ing the victor’s share of the film rights. 

Whatever the result of the contest might be, 
the Frenchman, combining as he does much 
gruce of mannér with remarkable skill and 
courage, has long been an outstanding per- 
sonality in the world of boxing. His remark: 
able record—not nany men have crowded into 
cornparatively few years so many notable fights 
jg too well known to call for elaboration here. 
Suffice it to say that he has held the Champion- 
ship of his own country at every weight and 


soner’e account in the National Bank at 
Bagenalstown on 15th November, 1918. There 
were also other cheques lodged on that day, but 
from that date down to the present time not a 
penny of the money paid to the prisoner by the 
reilway company had been deposited with the 
County Council or their treasurer.

But in- 
stead of forthwith lodging the cheque to the 
credit of the Council, he lodged it to the credit 
of his own personal account. At the time he 
did so the prisoner's own account showed an 
overdraft of over £140. In March last the 
railway company wrote to the Council in refer- 
ence to the failure to get a receipt, and then 
the secretary of the County Council took the 
matter up. When the accused was written to 
by the secretary of the Council, his reply was 
that the receipt was miskaid during his illness. 
Ultimately a receipt was extracted from him in 
March lest; but it was extraordinary, said 
counsel, how any receipt could be lest or mie- 
laid, seeing that they were all to be found in 
the rate-book with which the collectors of the 
Council wére provided. A special meeting of 
the Carlow County Council was held on 7th 
April to inquire into the defaleations of the 
prisoner, and at ten minutes after three o'clock 
that day the secretary of the Council was handed 
a letter from the prisoner in which were two 
cheques, one for £360 and the other for £168 
“é. 1d., the latter of which included the cheque 
received from the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company. Inquiries made by the secre- 
tary ascertained the next morning that the 
£500 cheque had a baldnce in favour of the 
prisoner to meet it, but there were no funds 
at all to meet the other one. On April 9th the 
secretary of the Council wrote to the prisoner 
returning both cheques, and informing him that 
he had learned from the bank that the cheque 
for £168 7s. ld. was not good, and that, pending 
the decision of the Council, he could not accept 
the cheque for £360. Since that time no money 
paid to the accused by the railway company 
had found its way. into the coffers of the County 
Council, Referring to the prisoner’s private 
affairs, counsel said that on Ist October, 1918, 
he drew a cheque in his favour for £1,024 7e. 
7d., which presumably represented rates pre- 
viously collected. The result of the drawing of 
that cheque was to put his account in debit to 
the extent of £149 14s. 11d., but there was no 
further money lodged in reduction of that debit 
from list October to 15th November, 1918. On

possibilities at all. Indeed, he only came into 
the big scheme in order to provide Wells with 
a miaich before he met Goddard. The sensa- 
tional manner in which he upset all calcula- 
tions by defeating Wells, and how he then em- 
phasised his claim to being the champion by 
knocking out Goddard, and subsequently 
M'Goorty, are matters of recent history, but 
these were the events that led up to the pos- 
sibility of his match with Carpentier last night, 
and the further prospect in the event of success 
of teing matched with Jack Dempsey, the con- 
queror of Willard, for the World's Champion- 
ship. 

Liat night’s encounter should have taken 
place last September, but Carpentier, after nis 
long service with the French Army, could not 
get fit in time, and in order that he should 
have an opportunity to get into condition a 
postponement was agreed to.

Beckott went down with a thud to 
the boards and hung helpless, and beyond any 
chance of getting on his feet again was counted 
out, the contest having occupied just 70 seconds. 

VICTOR CONGRATULATED. 

For a moment the big crowd was dumbfounded 
by the sensational turn the contest had taken, 
but when it was realised that Oarpentier had 
won, a terrific burst of cheering greeted the 
victor, and, amidst the cheering, Beckett re- 
turned to consciousness and was assisted out of 
the mng.
